The idea for renewing the competition on Canadian soil came from 
Michael Remeny, head of the House of Remeny, a distinguished 
Hungarian musical firm, now located in Toronto, with the assis- 
tance of Professor Lorand Fenyves, internationally known vio- 
linist, member of the Staff of the University of Toronto and a 
very old friend of the Remeny family. 


Remeny's was long the largest and most expertly staffed music 
store in Hungary. Founded in 1890, its facilities included 
piano showrooms, violin salons, an instrument repair workshop 
and a museum for keyboard and string instruments of historical 
interest. 


In 1902, the Franz Liszt Academy of Budapest, the counterpart of 
Toronto's Faculty of Music, collaborated with the House of Remeny 
in launching the competition. Among the judges through the years 
were Jeno Hubay and Geza de Krész, two of Hungary's greatest 
violinists, and the cellist David Popper. De Krész completed his 
career on'the staff of the University of Toronto until his death 
in 1955. 


If the Toronto winner is already in possession of a good instru- 
ment, professional engagements including a concert at the Art 
Gallery of Ontario and Hart House, University of Toronto will be 
given in lieu of the instrument, the violin then going to the 
second place contestant. ,
